HE traveler who is used to buying a railroad passenger 


ticket at HO much a mile is rudely jolted when he takes a 


look at a freight rate. 


For mileage has little to do with freight. But the kind 


of freight you are shipping, when; it comes from and where 
it is going—these have a groat deal to do with the rate you 
must pay. 


Freight rates arc designed to help maintain certain ' 


established .shipping points. The whole structure of freight 
rates is a maze of arbitrary action by the railroads with the 
consent of government boards. 


Obviously there is always a chance for injustice to 


certain sections under such an arbitrary system—and our 
neighbor city of El Dorado is pushing the freight rate case 
for Arkansas right now.

IS STILL G R O W I N G 


Hale Troubles Within Stale 


Tho Arkansas freight rate situa- 


tion is in the limelight again and the 
discrimination ngainst the state is 
being revealed in a new light. We 
have our troubles about high rales 
when we ship into and out of Ar- 
kansas, and facts and figures pre- 
sented at a recent hearing in Little 
Rock disclose that similar difficulties 
also arc to be found within our own 
borders. 


Once again it is the question of 


cotton rates that is to the forefront. 
Tin's lime, however, it is the high 
cost of movement of the staple with- 
in Arkansas, or inraslalo rales, rather 
than the rate on the interstate move- 
ment of cotton to New Orleans. 
Soulh Arkansas is familiar with how 
the New Orleans rate mailer was 
adjuslod and Ihe huge savings Hint 
rosulled. 


Now 
Ihe Arkansas 
Corporation 


commission is being asked to put 
into effect just and reasonable rates, 
equal mile per mile, on the move- 
ment of cotton from one poinl lo an- 
other in Arkansas. The commission 
held a hearing recently and some 
surprising things were aired through 
the testimony that was heard and 
the exhibits presented. 


Among important things showing 


discrimination divulged were these: 


1.—Some poinls in Arkansas enjoy 


a big advantage in rates over other 
towns in Ihe slalc. 


2.—Arkansas towns arc paying a 


much higher rate than arc points in 
Louisiana, Texas, Georgia and Ala- 
bam. 


The petition for lower rales on 


uncompressed cotton is designed lo 
correct a condition in 
Arkansas 


whereby it i.s possible for a cotton 
grower in one part of the slate to 
pay only one fourth of Ihc rate that it 
costs a second farmer lo move cotton 
the same distance but to another 
point. 


The reduction is sought for the 


further purpose of eliminating a 
condition, whereby the ralc;J/jj-an 
'Arkansas'farmer is five or six tunes 
more than the rale paid by a grower 
in Georgia or some other cotton 
growing state for Ihc same distance. 


Probably some rate exports will 


tell us the above mentioned condi- 
tions arc due; lo this or that regula- 
tion, or to circumstances in connec- 
tion with rales on compressed and 
uncompressed colton, bul Ihe av- 
erage person likely will want to 
know why such a situation is not 
corrected rather than Ihc reason for 
it being in existence. 


Is il fair for one city lo pay a 


rate fuor times as high as another? 


Is it right for Arkansas rates to be 


five and six times as high aw those 
in effect in Georgia and Alabama? 


We think not, and we believe the 


majority of the fainninded people 
of Arkansas will agree with us.

WASHINGTON—The federal gov- 


ernment lodiiy is by far the biggest 
single employer of labor in the coun- 
Ir.v. The tciUil number of civil em- 
ployes in the executive branch is 850,- 
000. The monthly payroll is 5128,000,000. 


That figure excludes the military 


i'tid niwii services (another 250,000) 
and the temporary employes on CCC, 
WPA, 
and similar projects (another 


2.«00,000>. H includes only the em- 
ployes of the "business organization" 
of the .Ritvci'iimenl, the regular and 
emergency bureaus, in and out of 
Washington. 


How far the government ought to go 


into "business," that is, into the pro- 
duction of goods and services that 
might be produced under private en- 
terprise, is one of the basic problems 
thai divides thought in the capital 
today. Every country in the world is 
fumbling with that problem. 
Even 


a completely socialist slate like Rus- 
sia has tv'.i.'1" some remarkable changes 
of front in attacking this problem. 


The purpose of this and succeeding 


stories is not to try to draw that fine 
line between government and private 
activities. It is simply to show some 
of the ways in which the government 
is already "in business," to such an 
extent as to inalTe the federal govern- 
ment, actually the biggest "big busi- 
ness" in the country today. 


Near Ail-Time High 


The rise of (lie federal government 


rolls to 850,000 is significant. The figure 
is rapidly ncaving the all-time high 
sel. in November, 1918, when it hit 
917,760. That was, of course, due to 
the huge .skiff that was carrying on 
the civilian end of the World war. 


Todays figure is a peacetime high, 


and -(here is no sign of any decrease. 
It indicates, not necessarily inefficien- 
cy or "gold-brick" jobs, but primarily 
an increase in tnc functions taken over 
by the federal government. 


We think of vast privately owned 


networks like American Telephone 
and Telegraph as "big business." So 
I hey arc. Yet A. T. & T. has 262,000 
employes at last report. The govern- 
ment's roll is almost four times as 
yi-oat. 
Such an industrial giant as 


General Electric employs 230,000; U. 
S. Steel, 220,000. The government em- 
ployment list is almost six times as 
large as General Motors' 150,000. 


Iti'comcs Giant Industry 


The government payroll is almost 


equal to (he million employed by all 
the railroad systems in the country or 
tho 1,140,000 in the whole iron and 
si eel industry. It is almost equal to all 
llio employes of the paper and print- 
ing industries (8X0,000). 


Thus the "big business" thai is gov- 


ernment is not only far bigger than any 
individual company, but is rapidly bc- 
coiiiing itself one of the biggest among 
Hie.- giant industries. II is no wonder 
that there are three unions now at- 
tempting to organi/.o this vast body 
of employes, for the working condi- 
tions of this near-million men and 
women, scattered 
throughout 
the 


country, have u measurable effect on 
the working conditions of everyone. 


And the government payroll climbs 


fur the same reasons that private pay- 
rolls climb: 
expanding 
activities, 


shorter hours, higher pay rates. The 
inlroduc-lion of the 40-hour week in 
Hie government service made it nec- 
essary to hire many more employes, 
especially in such agencies as the post- 
office.

Man's Text 


FAYElTEVILLE, Ark.—A text book 


entHled "Southern Vegetable Crop," 
bjHsacorge W. Ware, assistant director, 
in charge of the University of Arkan- 
sas College of Agriculture's Fruit and 
Truck Branch Experiment Station, as 
author-compiler, has just been pub- 
lished by the American Book com- 
pany. 


The treatment of the text is divided 


into two parts, the first being devoted 
to "Principles" and the second to 
"Practices." Although the book is vo-- 
cational in character, a full logical 


•**i. 


discussion of general principles is giv- 
en in the first scclion. The crop chap- 
ters in the second section arc broken 
down into "jobs" which correspond 
with the chapters on principles in the 
firsl part. 


This is the first complete vegetable 


text and reference book which has 
been specifically prepared for southern 
conditions. Its contents arc based on 
tiic allcsl oxpeTimenlal findings and 
approved 
practices, and cover 
the 


southern vegetable industry in all of 
its phases. The lexl, which is design- 
ed for agricultural courses and as a 
reference 
manual 
for agricultural 


workers, contains 470 pages, 155 new 
illustrations, and many 
up-to-date 


tables. The completeness of Ihe book 
is further increased by the addition 
of an appendix, many cross references, 
glossary, and an adequate lisl of rc- 
latcd references. 


In ils preparation, the aulhor-com- 


piler has had Ihc technical aid of Dr. 
H. C. Thompson, national vegetable 
iiuthoiily of Cornell University, ;uid 
the editorial assistance of Kenneth B. 
Koy, agricultural editor of the. Univer- 
sity of Arkansas, College of Agricul- 
ture. Mr. Ware has also had the as- 
sistance of 21 agricultural exijcrts in 
many leading agricultural colleges and 
experiment stations throughout the 
country.

WASHINGTON—(/P)—Rural Electri- 


fication Administrator John M. Car- 
mody announced Wednesday a $323,- 
000 loan to tho Arkansas Power & 
Light Co. to establish an electricity 
distribution system among 17 Arkan- 
sas counties he said were too widely 
scattered to be unified in a public co- 
operative. 


The loan was executed al once, and 


Carmody approved the company's en- 
gineering specifications for construct- 
ing 503.2 miles of wire to supply elec- 
Irjcily to 1,052 consumers. 
The ad- 


ministrator said 
the 
construction 


would start as soon as material could 
be assembled. The allotment followed 
extended conferences between Car- 
mody and company officials. 


The counties to be linked have been

Adrenal Gland Diseases

When the cortex or outer portion of 


the adrenal gland is absent, there de- 
velops a condition called Addison's dis- 
ease.. In this condition there are in- 
somnia, depression, great fatigue, and 
the deveopment of increasing weak- 
ness to the point of death. 


The skin gradually becomes bronzed. 


There is overactivity of the bowells, 
with nausea and diarrhea. The pulse 
becomes weak, the blood pressure falls, 
the red fci^o^^ls and the white blood 
cells ?ffij&iMjfa 
>n amount, although 


occasionaHjySMfere may be responses in 
which there is a great increase in the 
red blood cells. The bronze color of 
the skin .is one of the most .notable 
symptoms. 


Until the discovery of cortin, pa- 


tients with this condition usually died 
promptly. Nowadays, under 
proper 


administration of this substitute for 
the secretion of the adrenal glands, it 
is possible to keep people alive for 
fairly long periods of time, some pa- 
tients living for 10 years or more after 
the beginning of this disease. 


Another disease resulting from the 


action of the adrenal glands is the ef- 
fect of overaction of the medullary or 
inner portion of this gland. This is 
the portion which develops the adren- 
alin. In case of tumor there may be 
such overaction that definite symptoms 
develop. These symptoms include ten- 
dency to fever, sweating, palpitation, 
restlessness, high blood pressure and 
rapid rate of pulse. There will be se- 
vere headache and many other symp- 
toms definitely related to the fact that 
there is too much adrenalin, in the 
blood. 


In some cases doctors have been able 


to improve these patients by applying 
X-ray to the adrenal glands; in other 
instances, to operate for the removal 
of the tumor. However, the applica- 
tion of the X-ray to the adrenal glands 
may be a serious procedure, because of 
the possibility of diminishing the se- 
cretion of the cortin, which is also 
vital. 


Recently a good deal of surgery has 


been attempted in relationship to the 
adrenal glands for the treatment of 
certain forms of diabetes and for high 
blood pressure. The danger of such 
surgery is so obvious that it is at- 
tempted only in the most severe cases.

The people outside Alabama who 
lon't know former Senator 
Heflin 


could be counted in millions. But in 
his home stale Hcflin's pecan-shaped 
figure, reddish hair and smooth-filling' 
buff-colored shoes are recognized al 
every cross-roads. 


Likely he has lold a rip-roaring 


story al each crossing', accompanied 
bya booming laugh that rattled the 
audience off the fence rails. A man 
who spent l(i years in Ihc house and 
10 in the .senate should be able to think 
of something funny al almost any mo- 
nent. 


Heflin. the Pope-Bailer 


Heflin was elected Ui the senate and 


soon thereafter won himself* a kclllc- 
'ul of fame by attacking the Pope us 


menace to peace in America. The 


Pope, said Heflin, was trying to get 
; United Stales to punish Mexico 


for roughing up the Catholic clergy 
down there. 
' 


He rode this hobby-horse in nnd out 


of the senate. Although few besides 
Heflin ever took it very seriously, he 
carried it so far as lo bolt Ihe Al 
Smith ticket in 1928. 


In 19,'!0 a Bankhead father-son cycle 


was completed after a 10 year inter- 
ruption by Heflin. The great foe of 
the Pope had been elected lo the sen- 
ile in 1920 to succeed,John If. Bank- 
head, father of the present congres- 
sional Bank-heads, the speaker of the 
house and the senate. Speaker William 
Bankhead hail been in congress several 
years before his elder brother polished 
off Heflin in the 1930 primary and so 
put another John H. Bunkheacl in the 
scnule. 


His New Deal Job 


Hard times then came upon Heflin. 


Few politicians, especially the sen- 
atorial kind, amass real fortunes from 
polities; and Heflin was not one of 
those. He was in and out of Washing- 
ton much of the lime, and by 1935 had 
forgotten his anti-Papal fervor and 
was glad of a few months work under 
the New Deal. He became speaker 
exlraordinary and ballyhooer pleni- 
potentiury for the Atlanta district of 
(lie federal housing administration—ul 
less than half his senatorial salary. 


From lime to time he breezed out 


on Ihe senate floor in hi.s fawncolored 
suit, looking like a woodcut from a 
Civil war issue of Lesslie's Weekly. 
During one of Huey Long's rampages 
ia the .senate, Heflin confided lo news 
men thai he would give hi.s surlorially 
.splendid left foot for an opportunity 
to go to bat in debate against Ihe

Hull Lets Navy Carry Out 


Neutrality Program 


Unassisted

WASrflNGTON-Our hero for this 


week is Michael J. McDermolt, Scc- 
•clury Hull's chief of public informa- 
,ion. He preserved the stale of con- 
'usion at Ihc state department. 


In his usual deep-southern diction 


Secretary Hull told a press conference 
Jiat Admiral Yarncll. in charge of 
the U. S. fleet in China waters, had 
warned all Yankee merchant vessels 
to slay out of Shanghai. 


It was important news. It meant, in 


effect, that the navy was putting much 
of he neutrality act into effect with- 
out the formality of a Presidential 
proclamation. A major purpose of the 
neutrality act is to keep Amcricai 
ships out of danger zones. 


Now, 
contrary to film thrillers, re- 


porters don't grab paper and begii 
noisiily to scribble notes when im- 
Such a demonstration might startle 
the news source into qualifying or re 
calling his statements. 


Dead Pan McDermoll 


But at Secretary Hull's elbow stood 


McDurmott. He is always there at 
press conferences. He said nothing. 
His face at such conferences usually 
is as bland and expressionless as a 
pan of milk. But at Hull's statement, 
several of the McDermolt minor facial 
muscles twitched. 


The conference ended and McDcr- 


mott followed Hull back into his of- 
fice. 
Evidently he asked Secretary 


Hull if he had received confirmation 
of such a blanket order against Amer- 
ican shipping. And evidently Secre- 
tary Hull must hnvc decided instantly 
that it was not wise for him to say 
so. It would have meant that the stale 
department wus joining with the navy 
in putting part of the neutrality act 
into play. 


At any rate McDermolt sailed out 


of the office, hi.s parachute spinnaker 
full in the wind. He crushed into the 
press room. Several reporters already 
were in telephone booths dictating 
.stories into their office. McDermott 
kicked open the doors. "Hold every- 
thing," he shouted. Everybody held 
everything. 


Then he explained that what Secre- 


tary Hull meant was that he had 
received 
information 
that 
Admiral 


Yarnell had told the Dollar liner Pres- 
ident Hoover to stay out of Shanghai. 
Yarnell also had cancelled the calls 
of other Dollar liners which had been 
asked to evacuate Americans from the 
war zone. 


All Is Confusion 


Dispatches conlainuecl coming from 


Shanghai that Yarnell had told all 
ships to stay out. But Hull next day 
and the day after continued saying be 
had no additional news on Hie sub- 
ject. It was confusing as everything, 
the navy saying one thing and the 
state department only half as much, 
But it was a bit of confusion the de- 
partment hud to preserve in order to 
justify its delay in officially puling 
the neutrality act into effect. 


Actually while the stale department 


continued "watchfully waiting," af- 
fairs were coming to a head. Senator 
Fittmun of Nevada, chairman of the 
foreign relations committee, said two 
conditions must develop to juslify 
pulling the neutrality act and il.s arms 
embargoes into effect. 
One nation 


must set oul io conquer another. And 
the warfare must interfere with Amer- 
ican shipping.

Metal Worker Makes 


Pistol of Auto Parts 


GRAND ISLAND, Neb.-<#>-A .22 


caliber rifle which shoots accurately 
at a quarter of a mile and a "home" 
made" .38 caliber pistol which will 
shoot special bullets through a sis*>\ 
plate one-eighth of an inch thick 
have been perfected by R. E. Davis of 
Grand Island. Davis, a skilled metal 
worker and mechanic by trade, is a 
gunsmith in his spare time. 


He bored the back end from a .22 


caliber barrel to fit a special cartridge 
of that size made from a 30.06 Spring- 
field army rifle bullet. He attached 
three lenses for a telescope sight. 
Now the gun shoots bullets which at 


300 yards pierce a one-half inch steel 
plate. Crows, rabbits and other small 
game can be shot at distances from 
300 to 500 yards. The gun weighs 12 
pounds. 


For his .38 caliber revolver, which 


Davis constructed from the drive shaft 
of an automobile and the axle of a 
truck, he fabricated a bullet with a 
hollow point which gives the projectile 
unusual effectiveness. Cast from low 
grade babbitt metal, it weiglis 132 
grains and travels at the rate of 1,600 
fet per second.

The 1937 edition of the Official Rules 


contains no great changes of funda- 
mental nature. Many of tho changes- 
are for the sake of clarification. As 
stated in my previous stories for the 
Gazette, tho rules arc becoming more 
fixed each year. 


Some of the more important changes 


will be indicated. Tho changes and 
clarifications should facilitalo Ihe ad- 
ministration of the game, assist in rul- 
ing troublesome points and generally 
speed up play. .Games will be played 
in quicker time this season. 


Fifteen Changes 


There arc really 15 changes although 


(here are 22 in all including the tech- 
nical phases. Players are no longer re- 
quired to report to the umpire at the 
start of tho second half. All players are 
required to wear a six-inch Arabic 
numeral on the front of the jersey and 
an eight-inch numeral on the back. 
This will be helpful to the officials 
and Ihe spectators. 


Possibly, the most important change 


is under Rule 6, Section 2, page 21. 
This rule change states that there will 
be one and only one kick-off thai goes 
out of bounds between Ihe goal lines. 
"If Ihe ball goes out of bounds be- 
tween the goal lines, (except after be- 
ing caught and fumbled or kicked by 
a player), the opponents shall have the 
option of putting it in play by scrim- 
mage anywhere on their US-yard line 
or at a point 10 yards in from where 
the ball crossed 
the side lino. The

NEW YORK—W)—There arc rea- 


sons for believing there is life on the 
moon, says William H. Pickering, one 
of the best known astronomers. 


He finds these in color changes in 


some of the moon's craters, the moun- 
tains which 
exactly resemble the 


earth's volcanic and meteoric craters. 
He says he believes he has seen tinges 
cf red Eincl green, indicating vegeta- 
tion. The growth can be cither hardy 
plants or bacteria. 


The color changes wax and wane 


with the coming of the moon's day- 
time, which lasts half a month. The 
known fact that the moon has no air 
has been accepted as making any form 
of life there impossible. The moon 
hasn't enough gravitational pull to hold 
an atmosphere, but there might be a 
few traces of gases close to its surface.
